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Dr. Download Didn't lie 

Soie of you know that there was a Computer Fest at the 
Pavilion on Aug. 22-23. Dur President was nice enough to wake 
ae up at iiOOaa (ay tiae) and invite ae to go with hia to help 
with our club booth.

As I wandered around looking at the equipaent and boothes I 
reaeabered reading an article published in the Tulsa Regional 
Atari Coaputer Enthusiasts newsletter in Hay 1986. It was 
entitled 'Dr. Download Takes a Drive'.

8T Pascal PRINTER SET-UP PROBRAH 

This prograa allows sending one string to the printer 
coaposed of printable and unprintable ASCII characters. This 
ability is iaportant in aany applications as the operating 
systea often intercepts control characters aaking sending of 
certain characters to the printer difficult at best. 

The structure of Pascal aakes it staple to write prograas 
in a 'nodular' fora, writing snaller routines that are 
coabined to coaplete larger functions. The Pascal used here 
is Personal Pascal by OSS for the ST, although it is quite 
aiailar to Kyan Pascal for the 8-Bit Ataris. Future articles 
will discuss the hows and whys of the workings of this 
language. It was staple for this BASIC prograaaer to learn, 
and can allow auch greater power and flexibility in prograas 
written.

TYPING TUTOR it a prograa that every aicrocoaputer oaner 
should oun. It is a wall-designed prograa that will help 
refine your typing skills in a very entertaining Banner. The 
title is soaewhat aisleading in that it is not a tutorial on 
typing) it siaply shows a diagraa of where you are supposed to 
put you hands, what fingers are to be used on which keys, then 
lets the user progress at his own rate. It is one of those 
rare, sieple progress that is well worth the aaney. 

TYPING TUTOR is actually two prograas in one. Included on 
the disk is a logical follow-on prograa called NQRD INVADERS. 
This prograa lets the user see how fast he/she can type using 
the saae words and phrases that were used in the previous 
instruction set. The foraat is based on the very successful 
prograa, Space Invaders, This, I believe, is extreaely useful 
since it reinforces what has Just been learned, provides the 
iaaedlate opportunity to aeasure one's own level of skill or 
learning curve,while providing entertainaent. 

Another pleasing aspect of this prograa is the ability to 
f **'ive about at will between and within the two prograas. It is 
very easy to wove between TYPING TUTOR and MQRQ INVADERS as 
well as being able to change typing level difficulties within 
each prograa at alaost any tiae. Hhat it won't let you do is 
to stop or get out of the typing speed trials in HORD 
INVADERS. If you sake a lot of errors at the beginning, you 
are just going to have to live with it, or turn the coaputer 
off. I think this is a very good feature, since it forces one 
to concentrate froa the outset or live with a bad score. I've 
seen aany users restart gaaes ieaediately if they start 
getting a bad score at the beginning. I'a not saying this is 
bad, it's just that you don't learn auch that way. 

Nhat'a bad about the prograa? Nothing really. The prograa does 
one thing that annoys ae personally, and that is that it takes 
over the coaputer. First of all you can not load it froa the 
6EH. It has to be booted into the coaputer. This aeans that 
whatever you were doing before is now gone and when you have 
to do soaething else with the coaputer you have to reboot. I 
don't like that feature. I'a froa the old school, I guess. I 
do not like to reset or turn ay coaputer on and off all the 
tlae. Also, the HDRD INVADERS prograa only types in caps. This 
is a definite drawback in refining your skills. Uhen was the 
last tiae you had the luxury of typing everything in caps? If 
they had included lower case, or just noreal typing, this 
would have been an excellent prograa. 

^ Dots TYPING TUTOR/HORD INVADERS really help your typing? 1 
' link so. 1 have not typed since high school and I as now up 
to alaost 90 words par ainute after only three weeks with the 
prograa. But reaeaber, this is using caps only and using words 
that I have Just had the chance to practice with. Also, 


reaeaeber I said earlier that this prograa is not a tutorial 
on the fine art of typing. It does not teach you how to foraat 
letters, etc. In fact, the typing sets are not in a foraat 
that is useful to you. This prograa is strictly for increasing 
your typing speed, teaching you which finger to put on what 
key, and lets you sake a gaae out of what is otherwise a very 
boring exercise. 

For 123.00, TYPING TUTOR is well worth the aoney.

The First Ilent jtord Processor 

Nhat-another word processor! Yes, and for the first tiae 
Ilent Software has released a prograa that can be coapared to 
others of a siailar type. Although I haven't had the tiae to 
truly coapare this prograa with other word processors, there 
are aany, aany innovations that the Ilent product offers to 
the user that are absent froa aany other prograas. 

Earlier today I listed soaa of these innovations so that I 
could recall tbea when writing the review - recall using a 
systea called 'spooling. 1 The prograa allowed ae to use the 
escape key to access the coaaand icons at the button of the 
screen (using another innovation - choice of cursor key or 
joystick control). The disk icon was selected and the file to 
be spooled appears on screen. The original screen reaains 
intact for iaaediate re-access. 

In addition to the spool option the disk selection also 
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piraiti the norial choices including three loading options - 
appending, inserting or the noreal load. 

If you've ever printed out a docuaent and discovered that 
the paper ms sliQhtly off center the next step ms to 
re-align the paper. This prograa siaplifies the step by 
aliening offsetting of the entire docuaent. 

Hithout doubt in using other uord processors you've had to 
run a line or other type of character across the page as a 
divider. Typing a line of dashes or asterisks is accoaplished 
with a three letter coaaand with this prograa. Wouldn't it be 
nice if Atariariter * or Paper Clip had soae of these 
functions? Or soae other innovations found in the Xlent 
product. 

This prograa peraits aarking five different points in a 
docuaent for quick aoveaent of the cursor to one of the 
points. Word Wrap can be toggled on or off * a valuable tool 
in preparing fores. Eapty spaces can be earked so extra 
spaces can be spotted easily while working on the docuaent and 
a "soft-hyphen* coaaand alloxs longer uords to be hyphenated 
at several points during creation with the uord processor 
picking out the best location based on line spacing. 

The print preview is on an SO coluan screen. A picture of 
a printhead appears on screen and the docuaent is printed 
letter by letter. It is an unusual display - but does take 
tiae to produce the page. Character sets can be changed 
easily for on-screen appearance and by using Xlent's Hegafont 
prograa the on screen character sets aay be printed if the 
printer supports such changes. 

Although I'a not ready to forget about Paper Clip or 
Atariwriter t, the innovations of the Xlent Word Processor 
sake it handy for soae specialized docuaents, and at under 130 
it is a good value.

While the nusber of new gases being released for Atari 8 
bit aachines has been on the decline, the quality of the 
releases continues to iaprove. Accolade, which released 
Hardball earlier in the suaaer, has released Fight Night, a 
boxing prograa that has arcade and strategic features. 

The prograa has several options including a construction 
set. The "Hain Event* allows the player to box five 
increasingly aore powerful fighters. The Construction Get 
allows you to create your own boxers with different 
characteristics for power and resistance - and if coaputer 
controlled - actions and intelligence. The 'training aods* 
allows you to train your constructed boxer by sharpening his 
punching skills and footwork - controlled by the joystick. 

After training the boxer can spar with other fighters, 


practicing what has been learned in training. The 
'tournaaent* option allows you to be a fight proaoter and take 
on your opponent's boxers - huaan or coaputer controlled. 

The nuaber of sports oriented gases for the Atari has been 
relatively liaited coapared to other 8 bit aachines which 
takes Fight Night a welcoae addition to the gaae collection.
